Upholds Bonus 


Finds Illinois Soldier Compensation Does Not Con- 


travene Constitution.

Springfield. April 11.—The Illinois 


aoldl«r bonus law was upheld In an 
•pinion handed down by the state 
supreme* court this morning. 


Th* court affirmed the decision of 


Judge E. S. Smith of thc Sangamon 
county circuit court who dismiss--J 
th* original bill of complaint for 
equity. Only five of the seven su- 
preme court judges voted on 
tbe 


opinion. 
Justices 
Cartwright 
and 


Dunn having disqualified themselves 
because their sons, as soldiers in the 
world war, would be beneficiaries of 
th* bonus. 


•WRITTEN* OPINION LATEti. 


Chief Justice Thompson delivered 


th* decision of the court. Indicating 
at the same time that-the written 


" opinion w*.uld be handed down later. 


The •ontention 
has been made," 
' the chief Justice sale!, "that this act 


contravenes certain sections of the 
constitution. 
The court finds that

constitution and the

by affirmed ' 


NO D1SSENTION 


Mane of the justices dissented fro.n 


the opinion expressed by Chief Jus- 
tic* Thompson. 


The written 
opinion 
was handed 


down shortly afterward. 
Regarding 


the contention at the appellants that 
ill* law violated the constitution by 
granting extra 
compensation after 


public service had been rendered, the 
court said: 


"The recipients of tfce compensation 


In this casa do not come within this 
specification of the constitution They 
do not stand in thc relation of public 
officer, agent, servant or contractor 
ot or with the state and this section 
has no application here ' 


PRINCIPAL CONTENTION 


In the opinion of the 
couit th" 


principal contention of the appellant 
•was that Ihe law contravened that 
•ectlon of the conititutlon which pro- 
vide* that: 


•Th* state shall never pa.%, assume 


wr become responsible for tbe debts, 
jtr-llab.llities of, or in any manncn 


K f;lv*. loan or extend Us credit to, jr 


In all of any public -or other corpoia- 
tlon, association or Individual." 


"Th* argument Is that the act gives 


er *xtends to th* persons benefitted 
thereby the credit of the st*te by tha 
Issuance ot bonds and the payment 
•at tbe proceeds thereof to such indi- 
viduals, appellees on the other hand, 
contend that tbe act does not give or 
*\tend the credit of the state bJt 
that it gives if anything the proceeds 
or the funds arising from the bonds." 


APPEALS TO FAIRNESS. 


The court In conclusion said:/ 
'W* cannot escape the conviction 


that the close relation existing be- 
tween the services of the individual 
and the general welfare of the state 
give* ri«e tn a claim appealing to a. 
universal sense of fairness and Jus- 
tice. While we have great respect for 
th* court s holding that no moral ob- 
ligation 
exists under the state of 


fact* surrounding th* cas* before us. 
we are constrained to adopt the con- 
trary view. We are of the opinion 
that the act it not subject to the 
constitutional objections urged, and 
tba^t the chancellor was right In dis- 
missing th* bill for want of equity." 


MACCAULEY REJOICES. 


Chief among those who rejoice this 


morning at th* supreme court's rul- 
ing, upholding th* Illinois' 
soldier 


bonui, because he led the forces of 
th* American Legion in the campaign

QUEEN SENDS GIFTS 


"My husband Is dead," the Egyp- 


tian queen said to the Hittlte ruler 
through her ambassador. "I have no 
children. Your sons are said to be 
grown up. If you will give me one 
of them, and If he will be my hus- 
band, he will ba a great helpmate. I 
send bridal gifts." 


The king of the Hittites appar- 


enyy doubted th* motives and good 
faith of the Egyptian queen. He re- 
plied to her overtures: 


"The son of your lord (the king) 


where is he? Have you deceived me? 
The general of the army (Horemheb) 
has not nominated my son to the 
kingship." 


DENIES DECEPTION. 


The queen thereupon rejoined: 
"What is this you say? I have de- 


ceived >ou? If I had a son and my 
people had a xuler, I would not have 
sought the hand of a man from an- 
other country. No one has had chil- 
dren by me. I have no son Give me 
one of your sons as my husband and

Egypt."

Wizard of Baseball Shows 


Proper Method of Scoring 


BY JOHJf B. FOSTEH. 


(Special to The Daily Review) 


(Copyright, 1823) 


' New Tor'v, April 11.—If a batted 
ball goes between the first and sec- 
ond baseman and neither of them is 
able to stop it, both b£ them seem- 
ingly tryine tlieir best to do so, it is 
called a base hit. Any hit which 
cannot be fie tied is a base hit, if 
the ball is fair, and many hits on 
which an attempt is made to field 
the ball should go 
as base 
hits. 


There are some hits which a fielder 
cannot stop successfully unless he 
is made of a combination of steel 
and glue. Steel to stop the ball anil 
fflue to hold it. 


Thera need be no hesitancy about 


crediting any ground hit as a base 
hit which goes out of the reach o£ 
the infielrlers and is not touched by 
them, with an exception. And before 
we so further it is well enough to 
state that there are likely to be 
several exceptions to hard and fast 
rules about acoringr. 
The intent of 


the fielder often must be taken into 
account. 
This first 
exception has 


to do with a evound hit which skims 
along the ground and which travels 
about as fast as a limited train down 
grade. The shortstop bends over to 
stop it because it Is going directly 
to him and just as he seems about 
to put his hands on It, the ball 
jumps Jlke a scared Texas pullet 
(which Is the most scareful bird on 
earth because of the perils by which 
he Is constantly surrounded) and 
shoots to the outfield.

once. But It Is not always an error 
and that Is where the discrimination 
of the scorer must come In. First of 
all It is the scorer's business to keep 
hta eyes on that hit because he is 
supposed to follow the ball, as the 
fielder i: supposed to follow It. Often 
•however, the scorer's gaze 'Is divert- 
ed to the player who is on third with 
the tying run and he forgets to keep 
his eye on the ball. 
He looks up 


hastily, sees the ball back of the 
shortstop and puts flown error. 
If 


th« scorer h»* been watching the 


ball more closely he might have 
seen It take a hop over the hands 
of the shortstop. That might either 
hare been due to 
speed with which
